“The ordinance will not only create 
a monopoly, but it will make the price 
of poultry high in Atlanta as to 
put it out of the reach of the poor 
man,” said Alderman Van DyKe., 

Poultrymen met a committee of the 
chamber vf commerce recently and 
discussed the ordinance. It was stated 
then that prices of chickens would ad- 
vance at Jeast 15 per cent—Jjust high 
enough to put it out of the reach of 
the poor man.
